IT ALMOST seems as if we are 
starting another season; we've 
had the Olympic qualifying 
toumament and the Johnnie 


i] Walker Cup but now it's down to 


the bread and butter of the 
Ericsson Cup - once again.

It's just a suggestion, but one 
which has been knocked on the 
head in the past because it has 
been argued that you can't break 
the league competition. 

Well, we just have. 

Australians seem to traditionally 
like to hit the beach over that New 
Year period so it just seems a bit 
of commonsense to break the 
league at the same time, a time 
when the fans' interest takes a bit 
of a nosedive. 

But | don't advocate scrapping 
the Christmas time fixtures; far 


from it, as | believe that is a time 
when our summer sport can really 
capture the headlines. 

There is nothing better than to 
share an end of the year drink or. 
two after a game at the club and 
celebrate the festive season with 
friends. 

| also can't understand why the 
Johnnie Walker Cup can't be 
extended to include State League 
teams. 

Why can't the Cup commence in 
its early stages about June and 
then go through the knockout 
stages until the NSL clubs are 
added at the beginning of 
September. 

Then another five weeks of 
meaningful knockout football 
would lead to a climax before the 
main League season gets 
underway. 

| wouldn't imagine that there is 
any State League club out there, 
whether it is Super League or 
Division -Five, which would 
grumble about extending its 
season into October if it meant 
playing against the big guys. 

I've spoke to literally hundreds of 
fans, coaches and players about 
this and to date no one has 
disagreed. 

Anyway, just a couple of 
suggestions that maybe those in 
the corridors of power might wish 
to take up. ; 

In the meantime we welcome 
UTS Olympic to Bob Jane Stadium 
tonight and hope that you enjoy the 
big game. 
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"This is for those marvellous fans," 
gushed coach Frank Arok after the 
Johnnie Walker Cup final victory 
over Newcastle Breakers, 

“They have stuck with us all the 
way and we have done it for them. 

"Ive always said that the team 
would be right in the end - and it 
has come true." 

And that superb run throughout 
January has underlined another 
Arok prophecy - that this was the 
start of a new era, an era when 
other clubs would fear coming to 
Bob Jane Stadium. 

In the first half against the 
Breakers South Melbourne turned 
on the style, a style which gave lie 
to the fact that the Blues struggled 
in the opening games of the 
season. 


But finally Arok's new system of 
play has shown signs of paying off 
and has produced a tangible 
reward. 

“This is just the start," said club 
general manager Peter Filopoulos.

"Don't forget that we have 
already won the Dockerty Cup so 
this makes it two out of two. Now 
we are going for the big treble - the 
next one is the Ericsson Cup." 

Four months ago that might have 
seemed laughable, even two 
months ago it was questionable — 
as it is today if you look at the 
club's unenviable league position. 

But consider another fact - that 
South Melbourne has only lost 
ONE game at Bob Jane Stadium, 
and that was against West 
Adelaide in November when the 
new ground was opened. 

In the meantime the run of nine 
games at home without defeat has 
seen the Blues climb off the bottom 
rung on the ladder as well as clinch 
the first NSL trophy of the season. 

Who could really doubt the club's 
legitimate claim to a Top Six 
chance now? 

But in the way is tonight's big 
match against the stylish league 
leaders, UTS Olympic. 


However, there are no easy 
games in this competition and 
what better test for Arok's new 
machine than a game against the 
best. 

At the back of the side Tansell 
Baser has’ settled into the 
sweeper's role like a veteran. 

That has allowed the Arok plan 
to function; a plan which relies 
heavily on its ability to break out of 
defence and overlap down the 
flanks. 

The success that it has enjoyed 
can be easily gauged by New 
Zealander Vaughan Coveny's free 
scoring. 

Coveny is showing the sort of 
form which made Frank Arok bring 
him to the club and which enabled 
him to capture a regular place in 
the Kiwi line-up. 

The Blues have an enormous 
task in front of them to claw their 
way into the Top Six but with the 
difference that now the experts are 
saying ‘when’, rather than ‘if.
